“Too little and too skinny,” 
said Stengel of the youngster 
who, nevertheless, finally 
got a contract and played 
at Idaho Falls in 1946, 
Phoenix in 1947. 

It was there he hit a gaudy 
.392 and soon turned up at 
Oakland where Casey still 
ruled. 

“We had batting practice 
and | was sittin’ in my office,” 
says Stengel of the day Mar- 
tin showed up, “although you 
really couldn’t call

Four seasons in the minors 
were all Martin needed to 
reach the Big Time with the 
big time Yankees, the toast 
of New York. For Billy, called

But they came to an end 
in June, 1957, when Martin 
and three other Yankees were 
traded to lowly Kansas City 
following a night club inci- 
dent involving celebration of 
Martin’s birthday. 

The following November, 
he came to the Tigers and, 
at the suggestion of Harvey 
Kuenn, Tiger shortstop, took 
over that spot so Kuenn could 
move to the outfield. 

It was a strange position 
and Billy was hurt much of 
the time, so at the end of 
1958, he was passed along 


to Cleveland. Stops at 


Cincinnati, Milwaukee and 
Minnesota followed before 
Martin ended his playing 
career. 


In 1962, he became a

and in 1968 gained his first 
managerial experience by 
reviving Denver of the Pacific 
Coast League in a thrilling 
second-half drive.

TIGER VETERAN FLIRTING WITH ALL-TIME BATTING RECORDS 


A\tready recognized as one of 
the foremost hitters in Tiger 
history, Al Kaline entered the 
1971 season challenging the all- 
time leaders of the two major 
leagues. 

In eight batting categories, the 
Tiger veteran was first or second 
among all active American Leagu- 
ers. 

In the American League, no 
player exceeded Kaline’s total of 
2,357 games played or his total 
of 2,576 hits. Only Luis Aparicio 
had more at-bats than Kaline’s 


8,565 and only Frank Robinson 
stood between Kaline and the top 
in runs (1,396), doubles (427), total 
bases (4,194), extra-base hits (847) 
and runs batted in (1,388). 

Among all major leaguers, 
Kaline was topped by only four of 
the National League’s greatest 
stars— Willie Mays, Hank Aaron 
and Ernie Banks—in games, runs, 
hits and doubles, while he was 
fifth in at-bats, extra-base hits, 
total bases and runs batted in. 

Now in his 19th season as a Tiger, 
Kaline is within sight of the magic 
goal of 3,000 hits — a figure 
reached by only 10 batters in all 
Another 
424 hits would permit Kaline to

Lolich Handed 
Key Role In 
Pitching Plans 


Ase man of the Tiger pitching staff is 
the 1971 role of Mickey Lolich, veteran 
southpaw with all the credentials needed 
for his lofty position in Tiger planning. 

In 1968, he was the hero of the World 
Series as he beat the St. Louis Cardinals 
three times to capture the Outstanding 
Player Award. 

In 1969, he set a Tiger club record by 
twice fanning 16 batters in a game and 
reached a personal high with 19 victories 
for the season. 

In 1970, he led the Tigers in a number of 
efforts, including games started (39), games 
completed (13), innings pitched (273) and 
strikeouts (230). 

He notched three shutouts for a career 
total of 24 and entered 1971 standing 
seventh among the Tigers of all time in 
that respect. 

However, Lolich led both the Tigers and 
the American League in losses with 19, a 
figure just matching his victory total of the 
previous year. And that is the statistic he 
wants to turn around again in 1971. 


Timmerman 
Finally 
Finds Fame 


F was a long, hard pull for Tom Timmer- 
man but the husky, tireless righthander 
made it all pay off in 1970 when he was 
voted “Tiger of the Year” by the men who 
know—the Detroit baseball writers. 

It took more than nine seasons for Tom 
to reach Tiger Stadium in 1969. Even then, 
he had to make another trip back to the 
minors before really hitting his stride in 
1970, when he became the No. 1 man in 
the bullpen by setting three club records. 

His 61 appearances (all in relief), 43 
games finished and 27 saves all are Tiger 
records—all the more remarkable because 
Tom spent nearly a month at Toledo re- 
covering from a shaky start with the Tigers. 

No wonder he clutches that “Tiger of the 
Year” plaque so closely (see right).

The Tiger righthander was only two outs 
away from a no-hitter against the New York 
Yankees last July when Horace Clarke 
scratched a single for the only hit off 
Niekro. 

A fine fielder at his position and an 
excellent bunter, Niekro came to the Tigers 
last season from the National League, 
where his brother Phil is noted for his 
tricky knuckle ball. Joe was the Tigers’ 
first 10-game winner in 1970, but settled 
for a final figure of 12-13, which he plans 
to improve in 1971. 


CATCHER AGAIN TOPS THEM ALL IN FIELDING 


Greet trust is being placed in surgery 
to restore Bill Freehan’s prowess at the 
plate in 1971. The big backstop, seven 
times an All-Star selection in his eight-year 
career, missed the last 31 games of 1970 
and submitted to the knife in an attempt 
to regain his mobility with the bat and 
revive his batting average. 


There have been no questions about the 
efficiency of Freehan behind the plate.

Tk past season was as much of a

But that’s only half of the story. 
The big outfielder got it all in the 
first 96 games of the

Cie off a knee operation, Dick McAuliffe 
proved in 1970 that his underpinning is sound by 
playing in 146 games, more than any other Tiger, 
and the veteran second baseman entered the 1971 
campaign with renewed confidence. 

McAuliffe also led the Tiger batters in walks 
with 101 passes and he smacked 12 home runs, 
including his sixth with the bases loaded. Only 
Jim Northrup, among active Tigers, has more grand 
slammers, and McAuliffe’s career total of 154 four- 
baggers pegs him eighth among all-time Tiger 
leaders. He’s also 10th in triples and runs batted in. 

Dick’s specialty, however, is avoiding double 
plays and he did it again the past season when he 
grounded into only one twin-killing on his 530 times 
at bat. In his past four seasons now, he has had only 
five DPs charged to his bat.

Eu it was wildness, then a siege of arm 
misery but the Tigers and Les Cain: are 
both hopeful that the young lefthander has 
put it all together.

With 1,811 National League games un- 
der his belt at Chicago and Philadelphia, 
the pleasant Cuban came to the Tigers from 
the Phillies, for whom he played more 
games at second base than any man in 
their history. Also appearing at third and 


in the outfield, Tony enjoyed his finest 
season in 1970, with a .301 average, which 
led the Phillies, and 55 RBI in 124 games.

Joe’s father, of the same name, 
also pitched for the Tigers in 1955 
after a substantial career with the 
Athletics. The son was Washington’s 
first pick in the original 1965 free 
agent draft and signed for a 
hefty bonus. Less than four months 
out of high school, he won his 
first two’ major league victories— 
and one of them was against 
Detroit.

Bill Denehy, above, spent a month at 
Toledo after his purchase then quickly 
became a bullpen mainstay. He is noted 
for fanning Willie Mays five times in five 
attempts in 1967 and as the player in- 
cluded in the Mets’ payment when they got 
Gil Hodges as their manager. 

Dean Chance, right, spent most of his 
career in the American League with the 
Angels, Twins and Indians before going 
to the Mets in 1970. Cy Young trophy win- 
ner in 1964, he was twice a 20-game 
winner in the American League.

Tiey roll out the superlatives 
when they start discussing Aurelio 
Rodriguez, the amiable native of 
Mexico obtained by the Tigers 
from the Senators in October, 
1970 to play third base for years 
ahead. 

“On his way to becoming a 
superstar,” is a teammate’s esti- 
mate of the ever-smiling Rodriguez. 

“The most expensive player ever 
purchased from a Latin league,” 
said the California Angels when 
they bought him from Jalisco in 
1965 at the tender age of 18. 

Now just turned 23, Rodriguez 
became a regular with the Angels 
in 1969, then was traded to the 
Senators in 1970 before reaching 
Tiger Stadium. 

As a batter in 1970, the stocky 
swatter delivered 33 doubles and 
19 home runs on 610 trips to the 
plate. Noted for his strong arm, 
his 1970 fielding average was 
just one point below that of the 
Orioles’ Brooks Robinson—who 
happens to be the one with whom 
Rodriguez is most often compared. 
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Handy Is The 
Word for This 
Infield Pair 


The Tigers count themselves fortunate to 
have two infield reserves like Ike Brown 
(left) and Dalton Jones (below). 

Brown is the handiest man on the roster, 
playing second, third and two outfield 
positions in 1970 when he was in 56 games. 
As a righthanded pinch hitter, he rapped 
a .333 average and was on base 13 times in 
29 appearances. 

Jones, acquired from the Red Sox for the 
1970 campaign, swung his lefthanded bat 
for the highest pinch hitting percentage 
(.379) on the club, reaching base 16 times 
on 37 appearances. 


When Cesar (Cocoa) Gutierrez set a 


modern major league record with seven 
consecutive hits in a game last season, the 
Hall of Fame immediately put in a bid for 
the bat which did the trick and it now rests 
in the museum in Cooperstown. 

Here, the tiny Tiger from Venezuela 
proudly displays the magic stick to his 
countryman, Luis Aparicio, then with the 
White Sox but since traded to the Red Sox. 

Gutierrez, who came to the Tigers late 
in the 1969 season with a fine minor league 
background, wrote his way into the record 
book at Cleveland last June 21 when he 
delivered six singles and a double on 
seven trips to the plate against five dif- 
ferent pitchers. 

An expert with the glove, Gutierrez also 
is one of the Tigers’ best bunters, putting 
down 14 sacrifices to lead the club’s non- 
pitchers in the 1970 campaign.

Animes every time his big bat con- 


nects, Norm Cash adds another line to his 
all-time Tiger career records. Entering the 
1971 season, he was third in home runs 
(topped only by Al Kaline and Hank Green- 
berg) and among the Top Ten in games 
played, at-bats, runs, hits, total bases, 
runs batted in and extra-base hits. 

In compiling an 11-season total of 293 
homers as a Tiger, he topped the 20 mark 
nine straight seasons, 1961-69, with a peak 
of 41 in 1961. 

A star on the gridiron and diamond in 
college, Norm came to the Tigers in 1960, 
won the American League batting title 
the following year at .361 and set the 
Tigers’ fielding record for first basemen in 
1964 with a .997 average. 

In the Tigers’ stirring 1968 World Series 
triumph over the Cardinals, Norm was the 
club’s leading hitter at .385. 


A top Tiger trade was the 
one which brought Norm 
Cash to the club in 1960 fora 
rookie who played only four 
major league games after 
the swap. American League 
batting king in 1961, Cash 
is third among Tiger all-time 
home run hitters. 


Jin Northrup’s specialty is the most 
exciting play in baseball—the grand slam 
home run. 

The Tigers’ tall lefthand-hitting slugger 
has come through with eight of them in 
regular season play, plus one more thriller 
in the 1968 World Series. Harmon Kille- 
brew, of the Twins, is the only active Ameri- 
can League player with more grand slam- 
mers to his credit and his nine came in 
1,852 games—compared with the 793 
Northrup has played. 

Despite periodic injuries, Northrup led 
the 1970 Tigers in home runs with 24 
(including No. 8 bases-loaded) and in 
runs batted in with 80.

Collins, originally a Met but purchased 
from the Expo organization last August, is 
a versatile infielder, had 24 pinch hitting 
jobs in two months before making his only 
start on the last day of the season.
